“CHURCH ON HILL” 
ATTACKED BY FIRE 


The Dr. Fry Memorial at Clifton 
Heights Was Destroyed 
Thursday Afternoon. 


LOSS§ ESTIMATED IS $16,000 


Frozen Fire Plugs and High Loca: 
tion of Building Made Fire- 
men’s Task Difficult. 


The Dr. Fry Memorial Church of Clifton 
avenue, Clifton Heights, was destroyed by 
fire Thursday afternoon, only parts of the 
walls being left standing. 

The building was discovered on fire short- 
ly after 1 o'clock. At that hour flames 
burst from the -~wirdows., 

An alarm was eent promptly, but be- 
cause of the location of the church, almost 
on the top of the highest hill in Clifton 
Heights and the edndition of the streets, 
the firemen were. slow.in-resching the fire; 
and when they 4rrived the entire interior 
of the church was in flames. 

The fireplugs were covered with ice, and 
there was delay before water vould be ob- 
tained and the streams at first were weak. 

The bullding was doomed before the fire- 
men were able to do effective work. 

The high location of the church made 
the fire vistble for a great distance. 

The church was one of the best known 
of the Methodist denomination in St. 
Louis. It was completed in 1892 and named 
in honor of Rev. Benjamin Fry, D. D., for 
a long time editor of the Central Chris- 
ilan Advocate, who lived for several years 
at Clifton Heights, opposite the church site, 
and was very much interested in the es- 
tablishment of a church there. He died 
before its completion and it was decided 
to make it a memorial to him. 

The cost of the church was $16,000. It 
could not be ascertained Thursday after- 
noon to what extent the loss is covered by 
insurance. The congregation have only got 
aoe na debt for the buliding during the past 


The bullding was.of brick and had a slate 
roof. There was a large Sunday-school 
room on the lower floor, a fully equipped 
kitchen and other adjuncts. In the main 
auditorium therg was a fine organ. 

With the building was destroyed the val- 
uable library of Rev. Dr. M. L. Curl, the 
pastor, which he had been a lifetime in 
collecting. In his study were:also many 
mementoes, which he valued highly. 

The furnishing of the church cost $4000 in 
addition to the cost of the building. 

It is said that only. $4000 insurance was 
carried on the building and contents. 

The fire was discovered by Sidney Beck- 
ley of 6212 Clifton place and he sent in the 
alarm. 

Prayer meeting was held in the church 
Wednesday night and it is supposed that 
the building caught fire from the furnace. 
in which the janitor was keeping the fire 
up for a supper which was to have been 
given there Friday night.

“Throneroom” of “Little Lithua- 
nia,’ East St. Louis, Scene of 
Terrific Battle in Which Five 
Are Shot. 


REQUEST FOR MATOH, 
WORDS, THEN FUSILLADE 


Two Negroes, Entering Saloon 
From Which Colony Is Ruled, 
Started Trouble—Mrs. Sorotch 
Injured in Helping Husband. 


Joseph Sorotch, the “Lithuanian King” 
of East St. Louis, was killed, his bride 
was shot twice and his brother, John So- 
ratch, was shot once in a desperate battle 
with two negroes, one of whom was per- 
haps. fatally wounded, in Sorotch’'s saloon 
at 471 Collinsville avenue, East St. Louis, 
at 12:30 o’clock Thursday morning., 

The wounds of Mrs. Sorotch and 
Sorotch are not serious; Joseph Sorotch 
was shot in the leg, in the right breast 
and in the abdomen, and died at St. Mary's 
Hospital, where also are the other pa- 
tients, at 6:30 o'clock. Virgil McDonald, 
a negro, also known as ‘‘the Indian,’’ was 
shot_in the left breast and, it is thought, 
is dying. Lobe Lewis, the other negro, 
was not hurt. 

McDonald was caught at his home, a 
block from the scene of the shooting, a few 
minutes after he was wounded; Lewis was 
caught under the Vandalia ‘‘tower,’’ at the 
Venice and Carondelet ¢rossing, after be- 
ing pursued for five wae by two police- 
men, 

The battle was the result of a request 
for a match, made by “‘the Indian,” al- 
fhough the police believe the two negroes 
entered the saloon for the purpose of rob- 
bery and were seeking trouble. “The In- 
dian” carried a otx-snamber cima 9's

saloon wihien thé trouble began. . 

The place, which ever since Joe Sorotch 
came to East St. Louis, has been regarded 
as the threne room from which ‘Little 
Lithuania’’ of East St. Louis is ruled, 
faces east on Collinsville avenue. It is a 
two-story building 25 feet wide and 60 feet 
long. Entrance from Collinsville avenue 
is through double doors into an eight-foot 
section on the south side of which is a 
cigar stand. A partition, partly of glass 
and about eight feet: high, runs across the 
width of the saloon, and double swinging 
doors open into the barroom. 


The bar is on the south side of the build- 
ing and runs back about 30 feet; at its 
end and across a three-foot opening is the 
icebox; in front of it, in the center of the 
barroom, is the big ‘‘cannon"’ stove; 
against the north wall are a card table, a 
mechanical organ, a whisky barrel and a 
stairway leading into the basement. 

A few feet back of the stove is a pool- 
tuble, set the long way of the building; 
back of this is a raised landing, with 
balustrades, reached by four steps and 
opening. into a hallway in the rear, which 
leads up to the living rooms upstairs. To 
the left of the landing and back of the ice- 
box is a single door opening into an alley 
which runs back to Third street. 


At 12:30 o'clock Joe Sorotch was at the 
cash register behind the bar, checking up 
the day’s receipts; a revolver was on the 
back bar close to his hand. Mrs. Sorotch, 
waiting for him, stood near the front end 
of the bar, outside, leaning against the 
partition; John Sorotch, bartender, was al- 
most immediately behind his bruther: a 
Lituanian,whose name the police have not 
yet learned, was standing beside the stove 
with his back toward the ber; H. H. Sheer, 
an engineer, living at 14 North Seventh 
street, was beside the card table. 


The two negroes entered from the front, 
‘The Indian,"”’ 6 feet 2 inches tall, 
an athlete weighing 200 pounds, with long, 
straight black hair and a faint’ bronze 
mixed with the black of his skin. which 
bespoke his semi-Indian orfgin that gave 
him his nickname, was leading; behind 
him came Lewis, short, stout, wiry-looking, 
scarcely more than half the size of his 
giant companion. 

The two negroes walked to the stove and 
packed up toward it, facing the bar: 

“Give me a match,” “the Indian’ 
manded of the Lithuanian.

Roosevelt Sends Dominican Proto- 
col to Sete With appection 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. a 
Roosevelt. sent the Dominican protocol and 
an accompanying message to the Senate 
late yesterday. The message was read in 
executive session. The protocol was re- 
ferred, without reading, to the committee 
on foreign relations. 

Of the message the feature was an @ex- 
pression of the President's apinion that, to 
maintain the Monore doctrine the United 
States will be férced to see that all Cen- 
tral and South American and West Indian 
governments pay their just debts. 

The President argues that the adminis- 
tration was acting in accordance with this 
idea, and in the interests of peace in as- 
suming control of the Dominican reve- 
nues. 

Senator Bacon's resolution for an inves- 
tigation of the Dominican matter was re- 
ferred, on the Senator’s own motion, to a 
sub-commmittee, yet to be named, of the 
committee on foreign relations.

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ADOPTS 
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Eastern World’s Fair Visitor and Wife Attracted by Child 
Will Make Her Heiress of Fortune, Hoping She 
Will Wed Son of Friends. 


Through the operation of a deed of adop- 
tion just filed in the- office of the recorder 
of deeds, by Xenophon Wilfley, a St. Louis 
attorney, a baby that was one of the 
charges of the baby incubator exhibit at 
the World's Fair rises in one moment from 
a position of obscurity and virtual or- 
phanage into that of the heiress of a 
wealthy childless couple living in Boston, 

They promise to educate her as their 
daughter and have even gone beyond this 
in their plans for her future and arranged 
a marriage to take place when she comes 
of age. 

Attorney Wilfley. who has offices In the 
Missouri Trust building, is the legal repre- 
setitative of the Imperial Concession Co., 
which controlled the baby incubator ex- 
hibit, and was acting for that company 
in compliance with the laws of Missouri in 
filing the deed of adoption in this remarka- 
ble case. 

“IT am not permitted to give the names of 
the couple who adopt this little girl,’ said 
Mr. Wiltley to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“Nor the names of the chi'd's parents, as it 
is rightly held that publicity in such mat- 
ters acts to the Injury of the child and, in 
goine instances, may seriously. cloud its 
later life. 

“T am familiar with the circumstances 
surrouncing the case, know the peop’e who 
are adopting the child, and can state that 
they are extremely wealthy and eager 
to take the little one for thelr own.

While the law of Missouri pro- 
vides for the adoption of babies, eliher by 
deed or without the formality of such an 
instrument, the more important cases of 
adoption of “inevwbator Lavies’’ have been 
marked by these deed transfers. 

In all cases the greatest care was taken 
to make sure that those adopting a child 
were worthy persons. 

The Missouri law allows parents to re- 
linquish a child by deed just as is done 
in the conveyance of real estate or other 
property. The chi'd so relinquished esn- 
not be reclaimed by its parents at any fu- 
ture time. 

The little girl who now becomes the 
daughter of wealthy parents was remark- 
able for ite beauty and was greatly ad- 
mired by visitors to the baby incubator 
exhibit. Her parents, when told of the 
advantages offered her. announced their 
willingness to surrender her.

Plans have been made by the Alexander 
faction to send circulars to each of the 
500,000 policy holders of the company ask- 
ing their co-operation in the proposed plan 
to change the voting power of the com- 
pany.

It is feared that the cirecu- 
larizing of tne policy holders in this way 
will arouse suspicion and distrust among 
patrons of the company and give its rivais 
an exceptional opportunity to 
much of its business. 


Personality of Hyde. 


To people who frequent the public haunts 
and thoroughfares of New York society 
the figure of James H. Hyde is well 
known. His tall, lanky form, his black. 
pointed beard, trimmed to the extreme of 
Henri Quatre style, his exceptional gar- 
ments, and withal his pronounced French 
mannerisms render him a conspicuous per- 
son wherever he goes. 

In the public eye James H. Hyde has 
been conspicuous for the past five years 
for three things: First, as the best driver 
of a four-in-hand coach in the East: sec- 
ond, as the leading exponent of French 
language and literature in New York. and 
third and most recent, as the leader of 
bachelor society in New York.

Mr. Hyde is tall, about 6 feet, and very 
thin, and he dresses in a way to accentu- 
ate his he-ght. Most of his clothes are 
made in Paris. He usually wears a tal! 
silk hat, with the peculiarit at its brim 
is flat and straight, just of t e type that 
the stage role atiects in order to look like 
a deep-dyed villain. Mr. Hyde's shirts. so 
reports says, are also made in Paris of fine 
French linen, and his collars are remark- 
able for their extreme height. He has 
fondness for red neckties, which are tied 
in elaborate puffs, and these, too, come 
direct from Paris His clothes are made 
tighter than the prevailing fashion of other 
we l}- dressed men in New York, so that the 
irinness of his form is accentuated. Spats 
are another of Mr. Hyde's fads. 

In the world of sport Mr. Hyde stands 
almost unchallenged as a whip. His near- 
est competitor is Alfred G. Vanderbilt. but 
these two young men of inherited millions 
have joined hands in their adventures with 
the coach and four. 

The fancy dress ball given by Mr. Hyde at 
Sherry’s on the evening of Jan. 31, was 
the climax of his social career, and at the 
same time gratified his fondness for French 
style. It was this ball, too, which precipi- 
tated the crisis in the great insurance com- 
pany founded by his father, by provoking 
criticisms of lack of seriousness on the part 
of the owner of the controlling interest. 

At this bal! Mr. Hyde apbeared in the 
following costume: Coat of bottle green 
color, cut in customary evening dress fash- 
ion, with revers of dove-colored silk: black 
silk knee breeches: black silk stock! 
low black slippers: white shirt, standing 
collar and white tie. 

After the death of his father Mr. Hyde 
set up an establishment at 9 East Fortfeth 
street, next door to the house wherein his 
mother still resides. The two houses are 
so arranged that they can be thrown into 
one. There are but two children in the 
Hyde familv. The elder is a daughter, Mrs. 
Sydney D. Rivley, whose husband is. treas- 
wrer of the Eauttable Society. 


Selected to Succeed Father. 


It was naturally the w.-sh of Henry B. 
Hyde that his son should succeed him as 
president, but some time before his death, 
realizing that he must pass away before the 
son should reach years of necessary bus!- 
ness knowledge and discretion, another ar- 
rangement was made. This was that James 
W. Alexander should become president and 
voung Hyde first vice-president until, in 
the course of events, he might be fitted and 
have opportunity to assume the presidency.

Officially, Health Commissioner Simon

HENRY WESTERMAN S 


Knows Not 


inan, veteran of 46 years of service in the 
fire department, yet ‘‘youngest fireman of 
thom all’ when the engine’s on the run. 

With only a crown of snow-white hair 
to indicate the 74 years of his life he has 
been ‘one of the boys.”’ 

Westerman is engineer of 23's steamer. 

Impatient as one of the champing horses 
in the engine house stalls, anxious to be off 
every time the bell taps its signal that a 
fire is burning in some part of St. Louis, 
eager to fight the blaze, the old engineer is 
a character. 

With a pleasant home at 6904 Michigan 
avenue, he prefers to spend most of his 
time at the’ engine house, four blocks 
away. 

He sleeps there and is first down the pole 
when the alarm comes in, He never gives 
up his engine to younger men, no matter 
how leng the,dire burns, or how inclement 
the weathef) ‘Ahd he has a fine contempt 
for thé fireman who wants to leave a fire 
and go change his wet clothes. 

“Let ‘eni dry on you,”’ says the veteran. 
“That’s the way 1 de. Never got sick do- 
ing it either.’’ 

“I don't nurse sickness either. When I’m 
sick | work. Work beats the doctor in 
driving sickness off.’’ 

Engineer Westerman entered the St. 
Louis Fire Department under the famous 
chief, H. Clay Sexton, Sept. 15, 1859. He 
was assigned to Union No. 2, Twenty-third 
and Franklin avenue. He was watchman 
there, when seven men composed the com- 
pany, and there were about 5 men in the 
department. 

Mr. Westerman came to St. Louls in 188 
after leading what he terms a ‘‘strenuous’’ 
life, He left New York City, where he was 
born when he was 12 years old and began 
to drift West, working in a Pittsburg roll- 
ing mill, farming with one of “Col. Mul- 
Berry Sellers’ ' Pennsylvania colonies in 
Shelby County, Mo., acting as head waiter 
at the famous old Quincy House, Quincy, 

Ml., and finally “running the river,’ 
being a steward on those ante-bellum k-

. Westerman marriew1 Catherine Mon- 
agan Aug. 9, 1854. She died on the anni- 
versary of their wedding, Aug. 8, 189. 

“I'll gtick to the department ‘till I die 
or they retire me. I have more 
years of service left in me and I know I 
can keep up with the young pack,’ the 
veteran stoutly declares.

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President Plans Visit to Texas and Mountain Lion Hunt in 
Rockies Regardless of Railroad Rate Legislation and 
Talk of Extra Session of Congress. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASILINGTON, Feb. 16.—The President 
is going ahead with plans for his southern 
trip and a month’s hunting in the Rockies 
just as though he had not indirectly threat- 
ened the Senate with an extra session if 
it falls to enact the railroad legislation 


which he desires before March 4. 

As matters now stand there will be no 
extra session this spring, no matter what 
the Senate does with the House railroad 
bill. The plan now is to call the extra 
session Oct. 2. 

The President is due at San Antonio 
March 31 to attend the Rough Riders’ re- 
union. He expects to leave Washington 
March 25 and will make short stops on the 
way at Louisville, Dalles, Fort Worth and 
Austin. After the reunion he will visit 
Houston. He then will have a bear hunt 
and a jack rabbit hunt. 

Immediately after the reunion, as is now 
planned, the President will go to Colorado, 
where he will disappear in the Rockies 
and hunt grizzlies and mountain lions for 
four or five weeks. 

The President's special train will be side- 
tracked at the nearest railroad int and 
Secretary Loeb will have his office there, 
with a direct wire to the White House.

‘Details of Exciting sie From 


Belleville to O’Fallon Through 
Snowdrifts Narrated by Edna 
Thurston—Tree Cut Down for 
Train Fuel While Brakeman 
Went Foraging. 


Of all the blizzard experiences those of 
three pretty girls of O'Fallon, Ill, were 
the most extensive and exciting. Two of 
them were 22% hours in going seven miles 
from Belleville to O'Fallon, and the third 
was their companion on the worst part of 
the journey. 

The girls were Miss Edna Thurston, as- 
sistant editor of the O'Fallon. Progress; 
Miss Laura Hill, a school teacher, and Miss 
Grace Burkhardt. Their worst adventures 
occurred on the O'Fallon branch of the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad. They were 
snowbound in a huge drift for hours, and 
would have suffered much both from hun- 
ger and cold if men on the train had not 
cut down a tree for fuel and foraged for 


food. 
Back to Starting Point. 


Miss Thurston told Thursday of their 
momentous experiences. “Miss Burkhardt 
and myself,’’ she said, “left Belleville for 
O'Fallon at 6 o'clock in the evening on the 
Suburban electric line. Transferring at 
Edgemont, we reached French Village only 
to find that the O'Fallon division was 
snowed under. So we started back to Belle- 
ville. But half a mile from Edgemont the 
car plunged into a snowdrift and stopped 
and was not able to go any farther. We 
got out and waded through snow up to 
our knees to Edgemont. We got a car 
for Belleville there. It made slow prog- 
ress bucking the snowdrifts, and it was 
1:30 a. m. when we landed back where 
we had started, at the public square in 
Belleville. 

“We went to the Belleville House. 
We were not called until 6:30 and did not 
have time to get breakfast before starting 
for the Louisville & Nashville depot to take 
the O'Fallon branch train. 


“We boarded a car on the public square 
and after awhile we asked é motorman 
if he thought we would get to the lL. & 
ab nga in time to catch the O'Fallon 
rain

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“NOTHING TO ARBITRATE.” 

The President says that the Senate must pass the arbitration 
treaties in thé precise form that he wants or he cannot deal 
with other nations on the basis of arbitration, and will not 
trv it; in short, the Senate must su»mit to his demands of he 
wiil have nothing to do with arLitratuon treaties. 

The Senate says that the President has no right to meddle 
with its functions and that it cannot yield in a matter which 
touches its constitutional prerogatives. He must take their 
amended treaties or none. 

Within their respective spheres the President and the Senate 
are supreme and no power can torce them to act contrary to 
their wills: But would it not be wise to do what we are trying 
to get other governments to do—yield to reason? Cannot the 
differences of the President and the Senate be adjusted by 


mutual concessions? Is it not exceptional folly to be governed 
by pride and anger in a matter which so vitally concerns the 
great world public, to whom the establishing of the principle of 
arbitration in international disputes means so much in blood, 
wealth and happiness? 

If our own official representatives will not yield to reason; 
if they, differing as to the torm of arbitration treaties and as- 
serting their opinions and prerogatives, declare that “there is 
nothing to arbitrate,” what. hope have we of converting other 


nations to the policy of arbitration? Are we not. bringing our 
assumed leadership of the propaganda of peace into contempt?

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THE COST TO RUSSIA. 


Excluding the figures for Port Arthur, Russia’s officia] returns 
for the war show that about 55,000 officers and men died in the 


hospitals or were invalided home. On the field of battle between 
40,000 and 50,000 were killed. Of the Russian naval forces over 
2500 perished. At Port Arthur, Stoessel’s death list exceeded 
10,000, to. take no account of those crippled or ruined in health 
for life. At the battle of the Hun rivér in the last days of Jan- 
uary the Russians had 3500 men killed. 

At the lowest estimate the Russian dead must have passed 
the 60,000 mark, Except for some hundreds of officers these 
men must have been between the ages of 20 and 35—men at 
the best period of their strength. 

Measured in numbers, the destruction of 60,000 Russians in 
the. prime of life is' equivalent to the killing of nearly one- 
twelfth of the men in New York, or the total extermination of 
a'l the young men of Jersey City, Paterson and Albany.

“WRESTLER GOTCH HAS 
GOOD CHANCE TO BEAT 
JEFF—WITH AN AX.” 
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Expert Edgren Suggests That as the Great Wrestler ‘Has 
Strength and Buiid’’ He Could Defeat Jeffries by Tying 
Champion’s Hands and Using Broad-Ax.

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Frank Gotch, 
wrestling champicn (and a very great 
wrestler he is), has broken out again. He 
wants, or says that he wants, to fight Jeff- 
ries. 

Gotch is a powerful man. He has shown 
his strength on several occasions, while 
wrestling with Tom Jenkins, ex-champion. 
Tom is a Hercules, on a small scale, yet 
Gotch handled him like a child, taking the 
falls as he pleased. 

There is no doubt that this marvelous 
fighter could whip Jeffries just as easily as 
he throws Jenkins. He has strength enough. 
He has the build. He says himself that he 
is really a great fighter, and he whipped 
several Alaskan pretenders to the heavy- 
wélght title with ridiculous ease. All that 
Gotch needs is a litthe more experience. 
The right kind ef training would Win the 
world’s championship for him, He should 
go out to Chicago and take a course in the 
stockyards. Then, if Jeff would let him 
use an ax, and would censent to have his 
own hands tied behind him, Gotoh could 
wade right in and become champion of the 
world in a round or two. 

New Yorkers will remember Con Cogh- 
lan, who tried to fight Fitzsimmons a while 
ago in Philadelphia. Coghlan was about 
as strong a man as Gotch, weighed about 
the same, and was taller. In appearance he 
was an ideal fighter. He was a great ath- 
lete, and a few years ago made some re- 
markable weight-throwing records. Yet, 
when he faced Fitzsimmons, he was as 
helpless asa schoolboy. He didn't have the 
kind of strength or the kind of nerve that 
a fighter uses.

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TAYLOR OPENS FIGHT 
FOR CLEARER VERDICT 
ON BRIBERY CHARGE

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Though apparently 
exonerated on the charges of dishonesty, 
growing out of the losing game he pitched 
at Pittsburg on July 30, 1904, Jack Taylor is 
not satisfied with the implied slurs on his 
conduct as set forth in the decision hand- 
ed down yesterday by the National League 
board of directors. 

He has determined to defénd his baseball 
reputation to the utmost lengths, and in 
furtherance of this he has engaged the 
services of Attorney John M. Ward, the 
former New York ball player. 

Despite Ward's demand Wednesday that 
Taylor be given more time to present his 
defense, the directors persisted in rendering 
a verdict. Ward then presented a formal 
legal demand for a more thorough trial. 
He is now in possession of the documentary 
evidence presented by Taylor's accusers, 
and if the National League declines to re- 
open the case he may take legal action. 

Ward will also insist that the National 
commission take up the charges made 
against Taylor by James A. Hart, and 
heard before that body at the Cincinnati 
meeting in January. When President John- 
son arrived Wednesday night all of the 
members of the commission were in New 
York and Ward sees no reason why they 
should not hasten action in the Taylor 
case. 


Verdict Leaves “Impressions.” 


To the very last the National League di- 
rectors split hairs in the Taylor case, After 
reviewing the charges they made the fol- 
lowing rulings: 

“On the first count (the charge of ‘throw- 
ing’ the game) the board was confronted 
with a great deal of documentary and oral 
testimony, but, inasmuch as the verdict of 
guilty would carry with it expulsion of the 
player and loss of livelihood, the board, 


after weighing the evidence carefully and 
giving the player the benefit of every pos- 
sible doubt, finds him not guilty on the 
first charge. 

“On the second count (referring to Tay- 
lor’s misconduct the night before the Pitts- 
burg game) the evidence offered in support 
of the charges Is as conclusive as it pos- 
sibly can be, including, as it does, the 
player's own statement under oath, bear- 
ing out, beyond any doubt, a finding of 
guilty on this charge. 

“The verdict of the board, therefore, is 
that the said John W. Taylor is found 
guilty on the second count of the charges 
preferred agatust him and a pecuniary 
penalty of Fh as is hereby imposed. The 
said John _ Taylor will be ineligible to 
play in any game of the National gue 
until the penalty so tmposed is paid. 

Taylor was pleinly disgusted with the 
wavering verdict and at once declared his 
intention of renewing the fight.
